MARCH  UNIFORM  PRICE  $5.03 

Dairy  farmers  who  delivered  Grade  "A”  milk  to  handlers  subject  to  the  Fort  Wayne 
milk  order  in  March  1968  will  receive  a minimum  uniform  price  of  $5.03  per  hundred- 
weight for  milk  testing  3.5%,  subject  to  a butterfat  differential  of  7.8  cents.  The 
minimum  price  is  also  subject  to  a 4 cents  per  hundredweight  marketing  service 
deductions  to  nonmembers,  authorized  hauling  charges,  and  location  differentials. 

The  $5,03  price  for  March  1968  is  2c  above  the  February  1968  price,  and  lOc 
above  the  March  1967  price. 


MARCH  PRODUCER  RECEIPTS  AND  UTILIZATION 

There  were  839  approved  producers  who  shipped  24,585,444  pounds  of  milk  to  the 
Fort  Wayne  market  during  March  1968  of  which  18,068,773  pounds  or  73.5%  was  utilized 
in  Class  I by  9 pooled  handlers.  Class  I utilization  was  up  1.0%  from  February.  On 
a volume  basis,  production  was  up  5.0%,  and  Class  I utilization  of  producer  milk  was 
up  6.5%  from  February  1968. 


APRIL  CLASS  I PRICE  $5.45 


The  effective  basic  formula  price,  as  established  by  the  amendment  to  §1047.50 
of  the  Fort  Wayne  order,  of  $4.05  was  increased  by  the  standard  differential  of 
$1.20  and  further  increased  by  a special  20  cents  adjustment  to  establish  the  April 
Class  I price  of  $5.45.  This  price  of  $5.45  is  the  same  as  the  March  1968  Class  I 
price,  but  12  cents  more  than  the  April  1967  price.  No  supply-demand  adjustment  was 
made  for  April  1968.

RECOMMENDED  DECISION  ON  AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  FORT  WAYNE  ORDER 

CURREm  SEFMl  RECO’^D <S 

A Recommended  Decision  on  proposed  amendments  to  the  Fort  Wayne  milk  order  was  *“ 
issued  on  March  20,  1968.  This  decision  would  amend  the  section  1047.50  and  section 
1047.51  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  In  §1047.50,  the  last  sentence  is  changed  to  read  as  follows:  "For  the 

purpose  of  computing  Class  I prices  from  the  effective  date  hereof  through  April  1969, 
the  basic  formula  price  shall  not  be  less  than  $4.33.” 

2.  In  §1047.51,  the  test  of  paragraph  (a)  preceding  subparagraph  (1)  is  changed 
to  read  as  follows: 


” (a)  Class  I milk  price.  The  price  for  Class  I milk  shall  be  the  basic  formula 
price  for  the  preceding  month  plus  $1.20  plus  20  cents  through  April  1969,  and  plus  or 
minus  a "supply-demand  adjustment”  of  not  more  than  38  cents  computed  pursuant  to 
subparagraphs  (1)  and  (2)  of  this  paragraph:” 

A Final  Decision  and  an  order  amending  the  order  is  expected  to  be  issued  in 
time  to  put  the  above  amendment  into  effect  for  the  month  of  May  1968.
